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‘MY LIFE OF FEAR* 


AN abused wife has told how she is 
living in fear after her violent ex- 
husband escaped a prison sen¬ 
tence. 

During her six-year marriage, Sarah 
Kelly alleges she was punched, kicked, 
knocked unconscious, choked, had her 
ribs broken and was subjected to death 
threats. 

The 32-year-old, who works at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, finally plucked 
up the courage to call police last year after she 
was beaten to the point she thought she would 
die. 

During the subsequent trial, the court heard 
how Stephen Nurse punched his wife on 14 
occasions, choked her four times, dragged her 
by the hair twice and threatened to kill her. 

He told police he could only remember two 
incidents and claimed he was defending him¬ 
self. 

Nurse, formerly of Barnfield Close, 
Nazeing, but now of Hoddesdon, was found 
guilty of putting his wife in fear of violence 
between September 2000 and March 2006 at 
a hearing at Chelmsford Crown Court in May. 

At the time the judge warned Nurse he 
could face a jail term for his crimes - but at a

sentencing hearing in Southend Crown Court 
on Friday, he walked away with a two-year 
supervision order and a restraining order. 

Mother-of-two Miss Kelly, who divorced in 
February, now feels she has no choice but to 
move from her Nazeing home because she no 
longer feels safe. 

In an emotionally charged interview with 
the Star , she said: “I fear for my life because 
if he had got something where he thought he 
had been punished, then he probably wouldn’t 
repeat offend. 

“It got to the point where I didn’t think I 
was going to make it out of the relationship 
alive - now I am thinking about leaving my 
home town because I don’t feel safe. 

“I am going to go to the doctor to try and 
get signed off because I just need to get away.” 

Miss Kelly said she tried to help her hus¬ 
band and sent him into anger management. 
Her lowest point came last year when she con¬ 
templated suicide to escape her nightmare. 

She added: “He is only three miles up the 
road -1 can’t stay here knowing he is so close 
by”

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Raiders terrify staff 


MP's clean-up credit 


SHOP staff were subjected to a 
frightening ordeal when the 
store in which they worked was 
raided by armed robbers. 

Three men wearing bala¬ 
clavas, one of whom was also 
wearing a red face mask, burst 
into Roy’s Convenience Store, 
in Katherines Hatch, Harlow, 
and threatened workers with 
wooden poles which they were 
wielding like baseball bats. 

The three staff - two men 
and a woman - were held 
behind a door while the intrud¬ 
ers grabbed cash from another 
room. 

The exact sum of money 
stolen has not been disclosed. 

Detectives believe the rob¬ 


bers made their escape in a 
Toyota Starlet car, which was 
found abandoned in Milwards 
about 20 minutes later. 

It is thought the men then 
switched vehicles and contin¬ 
ued their getaway in a blue van. 
This vehicle has not yet been 
recovered. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to the raid, which hap¬ 
pened at about 9.40pm on 
Friday. 

The owner of the store 
declined to comment.

A MASSIVE “deep cleaning” 
programme of UK hospitals was 
inspired by Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell, the Star can reveal. 

Health Secretary Alan 
Johnson, who announced the new 
infection control drive at this 
week’s Labour Party conference, 
has confirmed the move was in 
part a response to the MP's report 
on services at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital earlier this year. 

The report raised the issue of 
hospital cleanliness and called on 
the Government to introduce new 
measures to clean up wards and 
departments. 

Its findings have now been 
hailed as being the driving force 
behind the move which will see 


walls, ceilings and ventilation 
shafts in hospitals throughout the 
UK scrubbed clean and disinfec¬ 
ted. 

Speaking from the conference 
in Bournemouth, Mr Johnson 
said: “I’m grateful to Bill 
Rammell and his constituents in 
Harlow who participated in his 
survey of services at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. Feedback in 
the report and my recent visit to 
Harlow were helpful when draw¬ 
ing up this new deep clean initia¬ 
tive.” 

Mr Rammell said: “I’m 
pleased that our concerns here in 
Harlow have been taken seriously 
and the Government has listened 
to what we have been saying.” 


Halfon launches 
call for a bypass

A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
for a bypass to relieve Harlow’s 
gridlocked roads. 

Conservative Parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon wants a relief road and 
extra Mil junction between the existing 
junctions 7 and 8 to ease congestion 
woes. 

He has launched the website 
fedupwithharlowtraffic.com and an online 
petition addressed to Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown to push for action. 

Mr Halfon claims the roads are at breaking 
point and says a bypass to the north of the town 
would rule out any possibility of a mooted 
southern bypass, which would slice through 
parts of Epping Forest. 

He believes his idea could be “sympatheti¬ 
cally” done and would “transform traffic in 
Harlow”. 

“Everybody here knows the traffic problems 
are already appalling and with all the new 
houses the Government is trying to force on us, 
things can only get worse,” he said. 

The campaign has been welcomed by 
Harlow Civic Society vice chairman John 
Curry, who said a major road has been needed 
for decades. 

“When Frederick Gibberd was planning the 
town he was told there would be a major road 
that would come up the west side - that’s why 
the Pinnacles and Templefields are where they 
are,” he said. 

“He said later that if he had known where 
the Mil would end up, the town would have 
been laid out completely differently.” 

However, Harlow MP Bill Rammell mocked 
Mr Halfon’s campaign and pointed out he also 
favours a northern bypass, but as part of the 
controversial Harlow North development - a 
scheme Mr Halfon vehemently opposes. 

He said a bypass is only affordable with cash 
secured by allowing the massive development. 

“Mr Halfon’s newly discovered support for a 
northern bypass is only credible if he is willing 
to support Harlow North,” said Mr Rammell. 
“If not, his campaign is simply another exam¬ 
ple of opportunism and thus lacks any credi¬ 
bility.”

Tarmac-layer arson probe 


THESE are the charred remains of a 
tarmac-laying machine after it was 
engulfed in flames. 

The expensive piece of road-building 
equipment was burnt out after it 
caught alight under suspicious 
circumstances while parked off 
Harlow’s London Road. 

Firefighters were called to the blaze 
shortly before 8am on Tuesday 
morning. 

They were soon working hard to 


dampen down the machine’s 47kg 
propane tank in a desperate bid to 
keep it cool and stop it exploding. 
Assistant divisional officer Pete Little, 
who attended the incident, said: 

“Crews used two hose reel jets to 
extinguish the fire and it is thanks to 
their quick actions and professionalism 
that this incident was dealt with so 
quickly and efficiently.” 

An investigation into the cause of the 
blaze is now under way. 


Popular Epping figure dies, 97 


FAMILY and friends will 
pay tribute to the life of a 
community stalwart next 
week. 

Fred Whiting, of Chapel 
Road, Epping, was 
described by his son Les as 
an “Epping man through 
and through”. He died at 
Harlow’s Princess 

Alexandra Hospital on 


Saturday - just two days 
short of his 98th birthday. 

Born and bred in the 
town, Mr Whiting was a 
popular member of the com¬ 
munity, captaining its crick¬ 
et club and refereeing in 
local football leagues for 50 
years. 

A plumber by trade, he 
played a vital part in the 


massive post-war rebuilding 
effort. 

He is survived by two 
sons, seven grandchildren, 
one foster granddaughter 
and seven great grandchil¬ 
dren. 

His funeral is at Parndon 
Wood Crematorium, in 
Harlow, at 11 am on Wednes¬ 
day. Family flowers only.

Fair Trade work gets prestige award 

ST MARK'S: The

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Owner of unsanitary 
takeaway faces jail 


STOMACH-turning con¬ 
ditions in the kitchen of 
an illicit Chinese take¬ 
away may result in a sec¬ 
ond prison sentence and a 
lifetime ban for the pro¬ 
prietor. 

Kam Poon (57) has already 
served a three-month jail term 
for assaulting a Harlow 
Council environmental health 
officer with a meat cleaver in 
October last year. 

At a Harlow Magistrates’ 
Court hearing on Tuesday, he 
pleaded guilty to hygiene offen¬ 
ces in his unregistered takeaway 
above Quattroz nightclub, in The 
Rows, Harlow, and was told he 
could be locked up again - this 
time for his insanitary kitchens. 

The warning came despite 
council officers only seeking a 
life-long ban on him managing 
food outlets. 

Poon, who through an unoffi¬ 
cial Cantonese interpreter gave 
his address as The Rows, was 
told by magistrates: “We consid¬ 
er this so serious that you may 
go into custody - that is part of 
our options.” 

Council solicitor Jonathan 
Longman told the court environ¬ 
mental health officers were 
tipped off last October by anony¬ 


mous complaints that the take¬ 
away was unsanitary and not 
selling fresh food. 

When officers realised it was 
not even registered as a food out¬ 
let, one visited to advise Poon. 
But when told his kitchen was 
not suitable for food preparation, 
Poon assaulted him. 

During an official inspection 
five days after the assault, offi¬ 
cers found a catalogue of health 
hazards including faulty freezers 
full of ice with traces of blood, 
bird feathers stuck to greasy 
equipment and full ashtrays. The 
food preparation counter was 
also covered with a linoleum- 
type floor covering and the walls 
were dripping with dirty grease. 

In November, Harlow Council 
was granted permission to shut 
the premises down until further 
notice and began seeking the 
lifetime ban. 

Poon, representing himself, 
told magistrates he had an agree¬ 
ment with the landlord of 
Quattroz to serve Chinese food 
and had spent £10,000 to get the 
kitchen in order. 

He claimed his business had 
struggled to make money and he 
was tired and overworked, result¬ 
ing in the lapse of hygiene. 

He was given unconditional 
bail and is due to be sentenced 
on October 16.

Life-savers take to the road 


Medic is struck 
off for assault 
and drug theft 

A MEDIC who stole drugs from 
the Capio Rivers Hospital in 
High Wych has been struck off 
the medical register. 

Richard Fitch, who worked at 
the private hospital as an 
operating department 
practitioner from April 2005- 
April 2006, was earlier given a 
conditional discharge for the 
offence at St Albans Crown 
Court. 

But the Health Professional 
Council on Friday decided Fitch 
- who also has a conviction for 
assaulting his wife - should no 
longer be allowed to practice. 
The panel heard he had access 
to controlled drugs and stole 34 
Tylex tablets in April 2006. 

It also heard that in March 2003, 
at his Edmonton home, Fitch 
assaulted his wife causing actual 
bodily harm, an offence for 
which he was later sentenced to 
a community rehabilitation 
order. 

The panel’s official published 
findings told Fitch: “You failed 
to keep standards of personal 
conduct and allowed your 
behaviour to damage your 
profession’s reputation. 

“Given the severity of the case - 
the panel takes a serious view of 
the dishonesty, breach of trust 
and violence - it has concluded 
that a striking off order is 
necessary to protect the public.” 


THE ranks of life-saving ambulance 
crews have been boosted with the 
recruitment of new emergency medical 
technicians in west Essex. 

The six new arrivals, part of a new 
influx of 14 to take to the county’s roads 
this month, are now working in and 
around Harlow after completing 12 
weeks of specialist training.

No 10's Harlow North 
line is 'contradictory' 


A GOVERNMENT resp¬ 
onse to an online petition 
calling for the protection of 
Hertfordshire’s Green Belt, 
including the area known as 
Harlow North, has been crit¬ 
icised as contradictory. 

The online petition, on 
the 10 Downing Street web¬ 
site, called on the Prime 
Minister to prevent rural 
Hertfordshire from being 
turned into the “London 
borough of Hertfordshire” 
via the opening up of Green 
Belt to “unsustainable and 
inappropriate housing devel¬ 
opment”. 


It further pressed Gordon 
Brown to overrule housing 
minister Ruth Kelly, who 
has backed proposals for 
more than 10,000 new 
homes at Harlow North. 

But after the closure of 
the petition, which attracted 
1,528 signatures, the Prime 
Minister’s office has given a 
response defending its stance. 

“The Government cur¬ 
rently has no intention to 
fundamentally revise or 
dilute Green Belt policy,” it 
states. However, it adds: “It 
is because appropriate, sus¬ 
tainable development is so

important that planning 
authorities should, where 
appropriate, continue to 
review their Green Belt 
boundaries when drawing 
up their development plans.” 

Nigel Clark, of pressure 
group Stop Harlow North, 
said it made no sense. 

“The statement ‘Changes 
to the general extent of the 
Green Belt must occur at the 
regional level, through the 
Regional Spatial Strategy. In 
addition, changes to detailed 
boundaries can also be made 
at the local level’ seems to 
contradict the statement 
‘Protection of the Green Belt 
is strong and there must be 
clear reasons given for any 
revisions of Green Belt 
boundaries, with changes 
only in exceptional cases’,” 
he said. “The fact is that 
Green Belt is rarely built on 
- the designation is changed 
before building starts. This 
is exactly what the 
Government proposes north 
of Harlow through a Green 
Belt review.”

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F OR some, the allure of the 
silver screen is more than 
just a bi-annual visit to the 
cinema. 

From those queuing to see the latest 
mega-budget Harry Potter offering to 
others more impressed by French art 
house, the magic of film is universal. 
Harlow’s film scene took an unwelcome 
nosedive in 2005 when the Odeon closed, 
leaving just an out-of-town alternative. 

It is also true there seems to be a belief 
among cinema bosses nowadays that the only 
way to make money is by screening action, 
horror and witless gross-out spoof comedies. 
But for 43 years, until 1993, a film club in 
Harlow was showing some of the more high¬ 
brow presentations and could also name 
Harlow masterplanner Sir Frederick Gibberd 
among its membership. 

The curtain went up on the Bishop’s 
Stortford and Harlow Film Society with an 
inaugural meeting on September 13, 1950. 
The meeting followed an advert asking for 
interested parties to get in touch regarding a 
proposal for a film club which appeared in 
the Star's sister publication The Herts and 
Essex Observer. 

More than 200 responses came flooding 
back - not quite the cast of Ghandi , but a 
solid base of film fans had been found 
nonetheless. 

Joint secretary at the time, a Mr A.E.L. 
Parnis, declared the club’s aim was: “To 
show good films of a kind not usually seen 
in the district.” 

The motto seems to suggest the same 
problems experienced today were endured 
back then, of cinemas showing only 
mainstream movies; of course, back in the 
1950s it would have been rare for any 
cinema to have more than one screen, thus 
restricting the choice even further. 

The society also agreed to stick to its 
principles of screening films from all over 
the world - something it did until its demise. 
The first season comprised a varied mixture

Town's window on 

a world of cinema

of comedy, classic adaptations and realist 
cinema; Kameradschaft (Germany, 1931) 
was the first film shown touching upon 
inter-war idealism of human friendship 
between polarised countries, namely France 
and Germany. 

The season also boasted fast-talking The 
Marx Brothers Go West , Great Expectations 
starring John Mills and Alec Guinness’ 

Swiss offering The Last Chance and French 
musical Le Milion. 

The films were shown using a 16mm 
projector at the Herts and Essex High 
School, in Bishop’s Stortford, and each 
season cost members £1. 

The development of Harlow New Town in 
the mid-1950s saw a surge in membership 
and the society decided to show matinee 
presentations in Moot Hall, in The Stow. 

In 1955, the society faced its first financial 
defecit - to the tune of £4 - and an 
inexplicable but fortunately short-lived 
decline in membership. 

With petrol rationing deterring those from 
Bishop’s Stortford from driving to Harlow, 
coupled with the new town’s development 
corporation allowing the use of Stone Cross 
Hall in the town centre - together with two 
16mm projectors and a piano for silent 
features - the club became simply the 
Harlow Film Society in the eighth season. 


I n 1956, Ron Bill, pictured right , of 
Upper Park, Harlow, joined the society, 
which had a membership of 200. 

He explained the reasons for his joining of 
the society and hints as to why film was so 
popular in those years: “We were from a 
film-going generation; I guess every 
member had been through a fairly similar 
childhood to me. 

“I got taken to the cinema when I was 
about three-years-old, to the Tuppenny Rush 
on Saturday afternoon, and I have never 
looked back. 

“The role of the film society was to show 
films that were never available to see 
locally, such as foreign language films - the 
kind of films you have to visit the West End 
to see these days.” 

Mr Bill cites Sergei Eisenstein’s seminal 
silent Battleship Potemkin as his favourite, 
which he would not have been able to see if 
it wasn’t for the film society. 

“I just thought it was an incredible film and 
we showed it at the society several times,” 
he recalls. “It was the first foreign language 
film I had seen - this was when I was 16 - 
and I was gripped. 

Other features shown by the society which 
also feature in Mr Bill’s favourite film list 
include Bicycle Thieves, Citizen Kane and 
Brief Encounter. 

In 1971, it was given a new gloss and 
attraction with the opening of The 
Playhouse. After the purchase of a 35mm 
projector for the new facility from a big- 
hearted board member of the British Film 
Institute, the society embarked on its tenure 
there. 

But in 1993 The Playhouse was temporarily 
closed down and, according to Mr Bill, this 
heralded the end of the film society. 

“We had a verbal agreement with the 
college and the film studies course to begin 
to hold the society there - but for some 
reason that never happened and we decided 
to fold,” he said. 

During the final meeting of the society it 
was agreed its 43-year history should be 
committed to print and Mr Bill started work 
on Light And Shadows , which not only lists 
all the films and shorts shown by the 


society but also takes a look at some of the 
members’ comments about its offerings. 

In one example, following the screening of 
Despair , one member stated: “It has as 
much impact as a mug of Horlicks!” 

A rather more effusive viewer of My Little 
Chickadee proclaimed: “There are three 
pleasures in life - sleep, drink and WC 
Fields!” 


L ast year, St John’s Arts and 

Recreation Centre, off Market 
Street, Old Harlow, started up the 
new film club Mikro Kino, which is also 
keen to show foreign language films. 

Mr Bill has been approached by several of 
its members who believe the facility could 
be improved upon and have asked him to 
rekindle the society. 

“I get asked why we couldn't again have a 
society which could hold festivals of film. 
We used to have a six-week film festival at 
The Playhouse but it’s just not possible 
anymore because of the hire price. 

“Every evening would cost about £450, 
then you add on maybe £200 for a film and 
£50 for insurance and that’s £700 to show 
one film and we, as a film society, would 
need to take membership in advance at the 
start of the season, so it just couldn't work.” 
Mr Bill did, however, suggest there may be 
an opportunity for a film society to use the 
anticipated state-of-the-art screening room 
at Harlow College. 

It would indeed be a great boost for local 
cineasts to go back to the future and enjoy 
another society, particularly with so many 
excellent films coming from abroad at the 
moment. 

For those who have had their fill of teenage 
slashers, boy wizards and chick-flicks, it 
could be a great asset for a town which has 
grown up with cinema.

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Sick allotment 
thieves burn 
chickens alive 

SICK criminals have torched a 
flock of chickens, killing six and 
leaving others singed at 
allotments in Harlow. 

Water Lane allotment-holders 
believe the callous act was done 
during the latest raid on the site 
- the fourth in three months - in 
which nearly 20 sheds were 
broken into. 

Now police are stepping up 
patrols in a bid to catch the 
culprits who they think could be 
responsible for numerous 
burglaries throughout the town 
in which thousands of pounds 
worth of power tools and 
equipment have been stolen. 
Phillip Ray (58), who works one 
of the allotments, said: “It has 
personally cost me about £1,000 
in the last few months. This time 
they set fire to somebody’s 
chicken house and six chickens 
were killed. 

“We have padlocks and two-inch 
steel bars on the doors of the 
sheds but whatever you do, they 
find another way to get in. Some 
of the windows have been ripped 
out this time. 

“I would like the police to pay 
more attention to the break-ins - 
it’s not just us, other allotments 
have been broken into recently 
as well.” 

It is thought the latest raid on the 
allotments happened on Saturday 
night. The carnage was 
discovered on Sunday morning. 
Inspector Bob Adams said there 
has been a spate of shed and 
garage burglaries in the area in 
the last few weeks. 

“We are not sure if they are 
linked but in each cluster there 
has been more damage done to 
the areas than you would expect 
with a normal break-in,” he said. 
“We are determined to catch the 
culprits and more patrols are 
being carried out around the area 
and the allotments because I’m 
aware there have been problems 
there before.” 

# POLICE are investigating 
after thieves broke into 20 
garages in the Harlow area. 
Power tools, bicycles and mini 
motorbikes were among items 
stolen in the raids which 
happened from September 17- 
23. 

Tough line taken 
on tobacco law 

TOBACCONISTS and smokers 
in Harlow and Epping have been 
warned that a tough line will be 
taken regarding new restrictions 
on the sale of cigarettes from 
next week. 

As of Monday, the legal age for 
buying tobacco products rises 
from 16 to 18. 

Officers from Essex Trading 
Standards have been visiting 
local shops in recent weeks to 
warn of the change - but once 
the new legislation comes into 
effect, businesses selling to 
those aged 16-17 could face a 
£2,500 fine. 

Roger Walters, a Conservative 
county councillor and Essex 
County Council’s trading 
standards chief, said: “We will 
be checking to ensure shops are 
adhering to the new law and 
those that don’t will be severely 
punished. 

“Smoking is highly addictive 
and extremely damaging to your 
health, so the best advice for 
young people is not to start at 
all.” 


Illegal riders run 
down family pet

A MOTHER has 
called for action to

Karen Creak said she 
wants police to do more 
to stop nuisance joyriders 
before a child is injured. 

Mrs Creak, of Radburn 
Close, Harlow, said her step¬ 
daughter Faye’s beloved ter¬ 
rier Diddy had to undergo 
hundreds of pounds worth of 
veterinary treatment after he 
was hit by a motorbike while 
being walked. 

The distressing incident 
took place just three feet 
away from her son Mitchell 
(3) on a footpath and cycle 
track. 

“One of the riders stopped 
when he realised what he 
had done but then carried on 
at high speed while the other 
one just carried on going 
even though he saw his 
friend had hit the dog,” she 
said. 

“It is a persistent problem 
around here and it is only a

The incident took place as 
the terrier was being walked 
along Radburn Close foot¬ 
path and cycle track last 
week.

The Health Learning Works programme, which was 
run jointly by Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital and 
the town’s Job Centre Plus, provided six weeks of pre¬ 
employment training to those out of work to give them 
the skills required to become healthcare assistants. 

Co-ordinated by Job Centre adviser Carol Taylor, the 
course covered an introduction to the hospital, general 
information and formal training, as well as giving the 
candidates real life experience of working on the wards 
before securing employment.

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Square's 
future is 
safe for 
present 


A DEAL which will see 
The Square handed over 
to new operators next 
spring has been given the 
go-ahead. 

Essex County Council 
chiefs have decided to con¬ 
tinue operating youth servic¬ 
es from the Fourth Avenue 
site until March 31 and will 
then hand the keys to Square 
One, the community consor¬ 
tium which wants to take it 
over as a full-time music 
venue. 

The arrangement was 
reached after a meeting with 
MP Bill Rammell and is still 
subject to a number of hurdles 
before it becomes reality, 
including County Hall finding 
satisfactory alternative premis¬ 
es for its youth services and 
reaching agreement as to which 
of the venue’s assets - including 
its expensive professional 
sound equipment - will be 
handed over. 

There also remains a question 
mark over what will happen 
after 2009 when lease owner 
South Anglia Housing intends 
to redevelop the whole site, 
including The Angle tower 
block next door. 

Despite the loose ends, Mr 
Rammell this week hailed the 
deal as an arrangement which 
could secure The Square’s 
medium-term future. He now 
wants a meeting with “key part¬ 
ners” to try to secure its long 
term future.

Dominic Grieve, Shadow 
Attorney General and 
Conservative spokesman for 
community cohesion, is to meet 
with South Anglia Housing 
bosses tomorrow (Friday) after 
local Tory Parliamentary candi¬ 
date Robert Halfon recruited 
him to the cause. 

Mr Grieve will call on the 
housing association to reconsid¬ 
er its plans to do away entirely 
with hostel accommodation on 
the site in favour of new ‘afford¬ 
able’ housing, for which those 
currently staying at The Angle 
are unlikely to be eligible. 

Mr Halfon said he had been 
encouraged after meeting with 
the association last week but 
wanted to keep up the pressure. 

“I am strongly lobbying 
South Anglia to do everything 
possible to make sure the peo¬ 
ple currently in The Angle are 
looked after when redevelop¬ 
ment starts,” he said. 

“They did indicate they 
would look at what they could 
do but there were no guarantees, 
so this battle is not yet won.”

He was nominated for an award 
by committee member Margaret 
Carter, not only for his work at 
Mike’s Den but also his 
voluntary work with disabled 
outings organiser Accuro and a 
befriending scheme in 
Chelmsford. 

“Neil does great work with 
people with disabilities, 
particularly the young ones,” she 
said. “He is an excellent role 
model and will have a go at 
anything despite his own 
disabilities.” 

Neil told the Star. “I’m inspired 
by helping to make a difference 
to the lives of people with 
disabilities. It’s enjoyable to see 
them develop new skills, more 
confidence and self-esteem and 
try to enjoy life to the full. 

“Most people say I’m mad 
because I have no time for 
myself but I thoroughly enjoy 
what I do and get a buzz out of 
it.”

Tory anger at 
climate rebuff 

THE leadership of Harlow Council has been 
lambasted by the Conservative opposition for 
quashing a bid to make the authority take a 
lead role in reducing carbon emissions. 

At the environment and community com¬ 
mittee last Tuesday, Harlow Conservative 
Assoication chairman Tony Hall proposed the 
council should lead a high-level consortium 
of the global and national businesses in and 
around Harlow in a joint drive to reduce car¬ 
bon emissions. 

But joint council leader Tony Durcan 
(Labour) rejected the move, claiming it was 
not the council’s responsibility to take such a 
leadership role and suggesting the Harlow 
2020 Partnership would be better equipped to 
tackle the issue. 

This prompted an angry response from 
Tory group leader Andrew Johnson, who 
accused Mr Durcan of having no confidence 
in the authority’s ability to lead. 

He said: “This is the third time we have 
tried to get the council behind proposals that 
really would make a difference to climate 
change, but it seems as though the joint 
administration of Labour and Liberal 
Democrats simply cannot put aside the poli¬ 
tics and work with us. 

“We have already had flash floods in parts 
of the town and the warnings across the coun¬ 
try have been clear to everyone, with thou¬ 
sands of people still homeless from wide¬ 
spread flooding.”

We will help 
The Square 
relocate to 
new venue 


SIR, I would like to take the opportunity to set 
the record straight regarding South Anglia 
Housing’s proposals for the future of The Angle 
and The Square and provide further 
information on the progress we have made to 
date. 

For the past four to five years, The Angle has 
been receiving fewer referrals and has been 
running at half its capacity. South Anglia 
Housing, part of Circle Anglia, has decided the 
best course of action is to redevelop the site to 
address the local housing need. To do this, we 
will be investing between £18-20m to create a 
landmark building, providing affordable 
housing for a wide range of people including 
first-time buyers. 

This presents Harlow with an exciting 
opportunity to address the local housing need. 
Clearly, our proposals are in the very early 
stages and we are still six to nine months away 
from submitting a planning application. We 
would like to reassure the community that 
before we reach that stage there will be 
consultation with the people of Harlow, local 
groups and all interested parties. 

We also want to clarify the way we have 
informed residents of our plans. In October 
2006, all Angle residents were informed that 
the scheme was under review and all our new 
residents have signed letters to accept we can 
only provide temporary accommodation. 

We have taken the opportunity to write to our 
residents and reconfirm our plans with them. 
They will not be asked to vacate The Angle in 
August 2008 and we will not be closing until 
December 2008 at the very earliest. We are 
providing advice, information and referring all 
our residents to local partners to help everyone 
find new accommodation. 

The decision regarding the future of The 
Square is in the hands of Essex County 
Council. We have written to them to confirm 
that we are willing to enter into an agreement 
which will enable them to stay at The Square 
beyond August 2008 and await their reply. 

We are also committed to investing in our 
communities and we will be making a 
substantial financial goodwill gesture to help 
assist in relocating the youth facilities currently 
offered at The Square. We have already started 
to source alternative venues with the youth 
services team at the council and will continue 
to work with them until a new venue is found. 
South Anglia Housing welcomes feedback from 
all local stakeholders and community groups 
and looks forward to delivering an exciting new 
development of homes for the benefit of the 
good people of Harlow.

Where are the youngsters going to go to get a 
decent night out? My granddaughter (16 next 
month) went to the Rock School and it was so 
delightful to see all the young people 
entertaining us. 

Is this housing development going to be for our 
Harlow born and bred or is it going to be for 
the ethnic majority and anyone else who wants 
a good free home in our town? A friend of 
mine told me that her daughter (21) was told to 
go and have a baby if she wanted a place to 
live. That is well out of order. 

Where do all these ethnic folk and foreigners 
actually come from to allow them to take our 
housing away from those born in Harlow? They 
haven’t paid into the system yet they get all the 
amenities going before our youngsters, or any 
Harlow people, do. 

Sometimes I feel like a foreigner in my own 
town. When I and another friend queried the 
way in which these people are housed, etc, we 
were told that the council have to house the 
ethnic minority (isn’t it ‘majority’ that should 
be used?) before our Harlow people. 

If we went to other countries, we certainly 
would not receive local housing but would have 
to privately rent or buy property and would 
have to abide by their rules. 

Taking The Square away from our youngsters is 
absolutely stupid. You wonder why there is so 
much trouble in the town; well, the local 
council are at the root of it, in my opinion.

Pet zoo move fears 

SIR, What Chris Moss’s article about 
the proposed relocation of Pets 
Corner (Star, September 13) didn’t 
detail is that in order to relocate, Pets 
Corner, under new accessibility 
requirements, would have to have a 
car park for 30-plus vehicles adjacent 
to it, on the field directly behind 
Altham Grove. Why are we, the 
residents so upset about this? 

Firstly, Altham Grove is the only 
housing estate that borders the Town 
Park. The field earmarked for car 
parking is our only immediate piece 
of flat, open space, which is traffic- 
free, where we and our children can 
play; we don’t have our own 
neighbourhood field, like other 
estates, such as Milwards, The 
Dashes, Staple Tye, etc. If we lose 
that piece of land to car parking, our 
kids will have no safe playing area; 
instead, they will inevitably end up 
playing on our heavily congested 
streets. 

Secondly, a car park will bring cars 
and motorbikes right into the park, 
making it unsafe to play. Without 
restricted parking, it will almost 
certainly be used during the week by 
commuters, avoiding the prohibitively 
high parking costs of the station car 
park. It will also permit and 
encourage the anti-social gathering of 
youths on motor cycles (many 
unlicensed) that we already witness in 
the car park at The Greyhound in the 
evenings. 

Once the swimming pool has been 
knocked down for new housing and 
its car park built upon, the proposed 
new car park at Altham Grove could 
end up being the primary car park for 
users of Town Park from the north¬ 
eastern side of town. And, as we see 
down by The Greyhound, when it is 
full on sunny days, cars overflow 
from the allocated space onto the 
grass. So what guarantee is there that 
this would not happen at Altham 
Grove? None! 

Thirdly, any proposal that increases 
traffic flow in and around Altham 
Grove should be resisted. As it is, at 
peak times the estate is practically 
gridlocked, making it almost 
impossible to get in or out because of 
the congestion on Howard Way; it is 
almost constant as people drive to and 
from the nearby retail parks at the 
weekend. Encouraging further 
congestion is madness. 

Finally, the proposals for additional 
car parking in Town Park is yet 
another example of Harlow Council’s 
ongoing policy of discreetly, covertly 
shaving little slices off our green, 
spaces to be used for building and 
such like; a little bit here, a little bit 
there. No one will notice. No one will 
care. 

Our green space is been eroded by 
stealth. It is, in fact, theft. Once our 
green space has gone, we can never 
get it back.

'It's too late' 


A POPULAR and outwardly 
happy young man killed 
himself by standing in front 
of a train near Harlow Town 
Station, an inquest heard. 

Samuel Keene (20), of Upper 
Park, waited with his arms out¬ 
stretched for the Bishop’s Stort- 
ford-bound train to hit him at 
12.30am on May 1. 

On Thursday, a Chelmsford inquest 
heard Mr Keene had sent several text 
messages before taking his own life. 

Earlier that evening he had con¬ 
sumed up to six pints of lager and a 
vodka with friends at The Phoenix, in 
Tilwicks Road, one of whom, Kirsty 


Fox, told the jury: “He was generally 
happy, popular and sociable, always 
laughing and joking and would always 
take time to talk to people.” 

He mentioned being bored and a bit 
depressed, missing an ex-girlfriend, 
and “not scared of life or death”. 

She added: “At one point in the pub 
he put his head down as if there was 
no-one else around. He then started 
talking and said he wondered what it 
would be like to die and if he did he 
would welcome it with his arms 
stretched out like a star.” 

Mr Keene’s mother Teresa said: 
“We are a really close family. He 
seemed absolutely fine and normal 
when he went out that night.” 

She said her son had cut himself on 


the tops of his arms but had spoken of 
the future and his plans to study. 

She said a text he sent at 12.26am, 
minutes before he died, read: “Sorry 
to do this to you again but I love you”. 

Miss Fox also received texts stat¬ 
ing: “I love you and goodbye, you 
have always been a good friend” and 
“I’m sitting on the train tracks. That’s 
what I mean by goodbye.” 

When she replied with concern, he 
responded: “It’s too late, I’m going.” 

A post mortem examination con¬ 
cluded Mr Keene died from multiple 
injuries as a result of being hit by a 
train. He had 166mg of alcohol per 
100ml of blood in his system. 

The jury returned a verdict of sui¬ 
cide.

Fred's toes took 
him to the final

R ECENT correspondence has 

demonstrated beyond any doubt 
that Harlow folk are full of 
happy memories of the town’s picture 
houses. 


But what younger readers may not realise is 
that The Odeon, in West Gate, was more than 
just a place to see films. 

At times it was used as a much wider 
entertainment venue, even attracting big stars such 
as Cliff Richard who once played a concert there. 
But it could also be a place for local talent to be 
displayed and a perennial favourite back in the 
1970s and ’80s was the town’s senior citizens’ 
talent contest, which was sponsored by the council 
and judged by senior councillors. 

Pictured here, in 1980, is Fred Holgate, a regular 
participant who made quite a name for himself as 
an entertainer in the local community. 

The photo, submitted by his wife Irene, shows 
Fred, who is now 96, as a sprightly 69-year-old 
doing his eccentric Twinkle Toes dancing act. 

The performance was described in the local press 
at the time as having the audience “rolling in the 
aisles” and got him through to the national finals. 
Mrs Holgate (87), of Desormeaux Bungalows, 
Harlow, said: “Fred entered a few times but in 
1980 he got through to the regional then the 
national finals. That was the year that Tommy 
Trinder came along to the competition in Harlow 
and told councillor Roy Collyer that Fred’s act 
was the funniest thing he’d seen in years. 

“We had a coach up to Preston for the national 
final with a few people coming along from the 
town, including councillors like Jim 
Desormeaux.” 

Although the distinctive costume went years ago, 
Mr and Mrs Holgate, who have been married 67 
years, still enjoyed ballroom and sequence 
dancing up until last year.

A LONG walk to freedom by a 19th 
century poet has been gracefully 
translated into a modern elegy on our 
disappearing green and pleasant land. 

Steve Waters’ one-man play is based on the 
true story of John Clare, who left a lunatic 
asylum in Epping Forest in 1841 to walk 
home to Northamptonshire after being 
confined for three years. 

Although a successful poet in earlier years, Clare’s 
contemporaries, including Keats and Shelley,

eventually surpassed him in popularity. 

Waters retraced Clare’s steps last summer and as 
well as documenting the changing landscape in 
this play, he recounts humorous and impassioned 
conversations with locals along the 90-mile trip. 
Alongside a violinist (Denise Neapolitan) was solo 
performer Patrick Morris (who accompanied 


Waters on the trek), tasked with playing all the 
characters, including Clare, and doing so flawlessly. 
Director Paul Bourne’s Brechtian handling of the 
material lent an agit-prop feel to the performance, 
including a map showing the walker’s progress, 
direct contact with audience, live music and 
expressionism, all helping to hold the mirror up 
and pull us from our complacency and apathy. 
Anodyne shopping centres, the constant growl of 
the M25 and urban sprawl are bemoaned by 
Waters’ naturalists and ornithologists from Enfield 
and Baldock to Stilton and Potton. 


In contrast to Clare’s lonely bucolic journey, it is 
nature reserves which present the only 
oases of rural idyll for our trekker. 

In the most powerful moment, Morris 
smeared mud on his face, held a staff and 
became the personification of ancient 
Brampton Wood, calling across dual 
carriageways and estates to his nearest 
cousins. 


Our walker mentioned a new road planned 
to cut through the middle of Brampton 
Wood for Peterborough commuters which 
could cut journey times for the motorist. 

“Ten minutes. Ten minutes off your journey 
in exchange for Brampton Wood,” he states. 
This was total theatre at its best, breathlessly 
entertaining yet melancholy, funny yet 
deeply angry, personal yet universal. 
Perceptions of freedom in the 21st century is 
not an easy theme but the loss of our 
countryside and all that is beautiful in this 
sceptered isle could be summed up when 
our trekker reached his destination - Clare’s 
birthplace is now a Teddy bear shop!

Looking to make a big killing on TV 



BEHIND THE MASK: THE RISE OF 
LESLIE VERNON 

(Starz Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Hats (or masks) off to director Scott Glosserman for 
stomping into the near-exhausted killing grounds of 
the slasher film and digging up something fresh. 

At first glance, this tale of a novice documentary crew 
following would-be serial killer Leslie (Nathan Baesel) 
as he prepares for a stab at the big time might look 
little more than an Americanisation of Man Bites Dog. 
Fortunately, Glosserman has the wit to pitch his story 
in a world where Freddy Krueger, Jason Voorhees and 
Michael Myers are real, so-called ‘supernatural’ killers 
who have gone to great lengths to appear a cut above. 
Eschewing Scream's tedious post-modernism, Behind 
The Mask still has a lot of fun playing with slasher 
conventions; when he’s not planting fake newspaper 
articles to create a mythic backstory, Leslie endures a 
punishing exercise regime because he’s only 
supposed to stride inexorably after fleeing victims. 

And then there’re all the preparations for his big night 
- picking out the virgin who’ll survive, booby-trapping 
the weapons that might be turned against him, flirting 
with his ‘Ahab’, a nemesis who’s out to stop him 
(played by Krueger himself, Robert Englund). 

Just when the mockumentary approach begins to feel 
as if it’s exhausted most possibilities, Glosserman 
pulls the rug out from under his audience and 
switches into full-on slasher movie mode, an 
audacious move that works a treat.

DELIVERANCE: DELUXE EDITION 

(Warner Home Video, 18, retail) 

Deliverance is rightfully the granddaddy of the 
urbanoia sub-genre and still packs a more brutal 
punch than any of its imitators, largely because it has 
plenty to say about human nature and society beyond 
its surface story of a group of city boys coming 
unstuck in a degenerate rural backwater of the USA. 
Remastered for this 35th anniversary release, its 
gorgeous, terrifying locations, primal undercurrents, 
hypnotic soundtrack and powerhouse performances 
from Burt Reynolds, Jon Voight, Ned Beatty and 
Ronny Cox have timeless quality. 

Adapted by poet James Dickey from his own book 
and shot with a minimal crew, it’s an impressively 
measured, considered film in which a single scene 
can tell the whole story, as in the famous duelling 
banjos sequence when the well intentioned urbanite 
starts strumming only to find his strange inbred 
playing companion first matching him, then bettering 
him and finally leaving him hopelessly lost. 

As well as featuring a fascinating, informative 
commentary from director John Boorman, this disc 
also comes with an excellent four-part documentary 
as well as The Dangerous World of Deliverance, a 
brief behind-the-scenes feature made at the time.

What is it about Philip K Dick’s work that Hollywood 
just doesn’t get? His stories are almost always short¬ 
changed at the cinema ( A Scanner Darkly the 
honourable exception) and this generic, ho-hum 
action flick with Nic Cage is no different.

For years, trash fans have had to make do with iffy 
pirate tapes of Mad Ron’s Previews From Hell but 
now here’s a chance to properly enjoy a magnificently 
sleazy, self-indulgent wallow in the gory glory days of 
exploitation cinema with this collection of 50 trailers. 
There really is something for everyone (excepting kids 
and Christians), from the hardcore gore of Blood 
Sucking Freaks, Three On A Meathook, Torso, I 
Dismember Mama, Doctor Butcher MD, Zombie Flesh 
Eaters and I Spit On Your Grave to blaxploitation 
classics such as Dr Black And Mr Hyde, The Thing 
With Two Heads, Coffy, Truck Turner and Disco 
Godfather plus sexploitation/women-in-prison 
masterpieces like Caged Heat, Sweet Sugar, Girls For 
Rent, Deadly Weapons and Wham! Bam! Thank You, 
Spaceman.

WHEN TRUMPETS FADE 

(Arrow Films, 15, retail) 

A superior example of the war-is-hell movie, this 
polished and understated effort from HBO assembles 
a first-rate cast to depict the largely forgotten Battle of 
Hurtgen Forest in which American forces suffered 
terrible casualties in their bid to take a key river 
crossing defended by withering German firepower. 
Private Manning (Ron Eldard) barely survives one 
engagement only to find himself forced up the 
promotions ladder and put in charge of green new 
arrivals and it’s the scenes of them venturing out 
through the misty woods into German territory which 
are among the most powerful.

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Robins rocked by 
ineligible player 
allegations 

THE Robins have suffered a double blow this 
week. 

Sawbridgeworth Town FC might be kicked 
out of the FA Vase following the alleged use 
of ineligible players in their 2-1 win against 
Spartan South Midlands League division one 
side Sun Postal Sports on Saturday, while club 
president Ron Alder has resigned. 

Sawbridgeworth allegedly fielded Michael 
Burrell in goal as well as suspended striker 
Greg Hughes — both ineligible to play in the 
second qualifying round tie staged at Crofters 
End five days ago. 

It is claimed the players played under 
assumed names of ‘Andy Clark’ and ‘Dave 
Hutchison’. ‘Hutchison’ got both the goals. 

Alder’s resignation is a huge blow. He has 
been with the club for many years and his 
service with Sawbridgeworth Town has seen 
him fulfill the roles of chairman and press 
secretary. 

Alder refused to speak to Observer Sport 
about his resignation or the player allegations 
when contacted yesterday (Wednesday). 

Sun Postal Services secretary Maurice 
Tibbies, who could not be at the game, was 
informed on Saturday evening about the 
alleged use of the two ineligible players. 

The club has lodged an official protest with 
the Football Association. 

Yesterday, Steve Day, Sawbridgeworth’s 
chairman, told Observer Sport. “I personally 
did not think they were ineligible players. 

“As far as I am concerned there is a person 
who has got a vendetta against 
Sawbridgeworth.” 

An FA spokesman said: “We have received 
protests from Sun Postal listing allegations 
that Sawbridgeworth Town included two inel¬ 
igible players in their team under assumed 
names. 

“The matter is now under investigation. We 
now need to make enquiries.” 

It is claimed that Burrell, better known for 
playing for Sawbridgeworth Cricket Club’s 
first team, was not registered as a player. 

Hughes, a regular first team striker, is sus¬ 
pended at present so was unavailable for the 
Sun Postal tie. 

Sawbridgeworth are due to play Hanwell 
Town in the FA Vase first round in nine days’ 
time. 

However, Sawbo could be replaced by Sun 
Postal, if the allegations have any substance. 

The allegations are an ironic twist as 
Sawbridgeworth Town failed in their bid to be 
reinstated in the FA Cup after opponents 
Tiptree United fielded an ineligible player in 
their 4-2 replay victory. 

The FA could not reinstate the Robins as 
Tiptree had won a subsequent game with an 
ineligible player and the authority could not 
go back more than a round. 

Sawbridgeworth’s Dan Crook was sent off 
in the match. 

Ben Foulton scored Sun Postal’s goal.
